It was magnificent to see the blaze from 
the sands, over a quarter of a mile of houses 
outside the City Wall alton fire at once,‘the 
opposite hills across the river lit up by the 
reflection, The families inhabiting. the houses 
were huddled about on the saids, cach family, 
with its belongings, its tables and, chairs and 
mats, Crowds of peepee with their pig-tails 
tied up and white handkerchiefs knotted round 
their heads stood and surveyed te scene, Not 
a hand was moved to arrest the conflagration, 
We saw one man carrying two buckets of water, 
but they may have been to drink, or for any 
other purpose: One man was sprinkling water on 
. his own mat-covered shed, Otherwise not a house 
was pulled down to arrest the fire, not a drop 
nf water poured. And there rollod the great 
Yangtze, and between ‘it.and the fire stood the 
the crowd of men, “It is net to be resisted,” 
‘arid all those we spoke to, It is easy to realise 
now, how.a Chinese city is captured in times of 
rebellion, Two determined rebels—like the two 
now traditional Uhlans—might ride in, and ite

“Although the somewhat original ‘form, from a 
Furopean point of view, in which the Empress 
of China has been pleased to confer nobility 
upon, Sir Robert’ Hart may provoke a-smile, 
there is no doubt that the ennobling of three 

_penerations of his. ancestors is an honour of 
no ‘small magnitude, and of no little political 
significances, Sir Robert Hart has long been 
a most able, valuable, and valued ‘servant 
of.the Chinese Government; and to his talent 
and skill China owes, not only the establish- 
ment of a most efficient Customs Service, but 
also, in no small degree, her satisfactory and 
peaceful relations with’ Foreign Powers, Jn 
the early days of the Inspectorate of Maritime 
Customs miuch ‘prejudice existed against the 
Furopeans who took service under the Chinese 
officials—a prejudice which’ was at times mani- 
fested in-a marked manner even-in_ social life, 
and to the effects of, which Sir Robert Hart in 
these times: was subjected in a way..which could
